I have the honour of submitting the twenty-ninth annual report 


of the Debtors' Assistance Board for the calendar year of 1971. 


The Board is particularly pleased with the results of its 
in-depth counselling. The number of families receiving this 
exclusive eewiee now exceeds 1,000. How many of these families 
would be on Social Assistance if it were not for the Board's 


services the writer leaves to the reader's imagination. * 


In the area of counselling, growth has been normal in the urban 
centres, However, the Board's counselling services were extended 
on a monthly basis or as required, to Grande Cache at the request 
of the Department of Social Development, and to Valleyview, 
Grande Prairie, Fairview and Peace River at the request of Mr. 


Marvin Moore, M.L.A. for the Smoky River Constituency. 


In the area of accounting and clerical work the Board has -experi- 
enced a growth of some 20 percent. This has been offset 


partially by office reorganization and better staff utilization.

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LEGISLATION 
The Board wishes to commend the Institute of Law Research and 
Reform Committee for its excellent report on Assignment of 
Wages. Legislation governing assignments of wages would be 
most appreciated by overcommitted debtors and their employers. 


Order would be established in an area where none exists. 


In this modern age debtors should not be deprived of what has - 
now become a must for most families, a car. Many families, in 
the pursuit of happiness and to reduce living costs, are moving 
to smaller towns or acreages surrounding major cities. Trans- 
portation to and from work then becomes a necessity. The present 


Exemptions Act does not provide protection for these families. 


The Board recommends that the Exemptions Act, being Chapter 129 

Racsh. 1970 Section 2, subsection (F) be amended as follows: 

(1) by deleting the following words "required by the execution 
debtor for agricultural purposes or in his trade or calling". 
The effect of this amendment would allow all Albertans, 
regardless of the nature of their work, the right to own a 
car; OG, 

(2) by adding, after the word calling, "or as his only means 
of transportation to and from work". The effect of this 
amendment would at least insure the dignity of a man to 


earn his living regardless of where he lives. 


The Board is assisting the Department of Consumer and Corporate 


Affairs, Federal Government, in its proposed major revision of 
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the Bankruptcy Act. Legislation in this area is expected 


momentarily. 


EDUCATION 


All Board members were most active during the year in assisting 
other social agencies in conducting seminars on consumer credit, 
budgeting and family finances. The Board members were guests 
on some 24 television and radio programs. The purpose of these 
appearances was to inform the public of the services eed 


by the Board and to inform consumers of their rights. 


To enable our staff to be more effective in meeting the above 
requirements, and in an effort to better serve the changing 

needs of the people of Alberta, the Board promotes the use of 
the excellent facilities available through the Department of 


Extension, University of Alberta. 


Three of the Board's counsellors are presently attending courses 
with a view of developing their expertise in the area of consumer 
credit and the overcommitted debtor. Our Mr. Atkinson obtained 


a certificate in Public Administration on May l, 1971. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 


We wish to thank all creditors for their excellent co-operation 
in our endeavours in rehabilitating overcommitted debtors, for 
without their understanding and assistance our task would be 


impossible. 
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We wish to thank the Departments of Social Services, Provincial 
and Municipal; the Edmonton Family Services Association and all 


others who have contributed greatly in making our work pleasant. 


During the year the Board dealt with a total of 7,143 new 
applications, of which 686 were under the provisions of Part X 
of the Bankruptcy Act, resulting in 591 Consolidation Orders. 


Details of these statements are appended to this report.
